‘should meet with so much ridicule and opposition. 
But, considering the present condition of the world ; 
the incipient state of these institutions ; the doubt- 
ful character of some enterprises of this kind, and 
the ill success of others’; I see no occasion for ei- 
ther.—If good people are unconvinced and inactive, 
it is not strange ifothers should censure and oppose. 
The general disposition of the world is certainly as 
favourable as we could expect, when we consider 
how few of them are acquainted with vital godliness, 
and how little they know of the men and measures 
which are treated by many with such raillery and 
abuse. In many cases, important facilities are af- 
forded them by men high in office and authority. 
The tone of feeling seems materially changed in the 
East Indies, and in the West India Islands, towards 
And, indeed, foreign consuls, gov- 
ernors, judges, sea-captains, military commanders, 
and commercial agents, treat Missionaries with kind- 
ness and respect, afford them hospitality, and ren- 
der them many and essential services. And we 
have read lately of a governor in the northern parts 
of the vast empire of Russia, who has taken the 
lead in forming Bible Societies among his people.

Wuen we behold the languishing state of Zion in| 
many places ; her ways mourning because few at- | 
tend her solemn feasts ; and even sometimes her 
prosperity impeded by discord within, the contem- 
plative mind is often led to ask, what is the cause ? | 

With regard to the low state of many churches, 
perhaps the proper answer to an enquirer might be | 
‘**look into thine own heart” perhaps thou art the) 
man who art contributing to the evil ; perhaps thine 
own lukewarmness hath intected others with the 
same disorder, and where every member is out of 
order the body certainly will languish. 

With regard to the other enquiry, viz. the cause 
of discord in churches, perhaps several reasons 
might be assigned. Ist. Does it not often proceed 
from atoo great anxiety to increase numbers ? Many 
imagine that gain is godliness, and that if the Church 
is large it must be respectable and happy. This, 
anxiety to increase numbers arises from various mo- | 
tives ; Some are desirous to number more than 
their neighbours. Others acting from pride, desire 
to have it in their power to say, Come and see the 
effects of my zeal for the Lord of Hosts ; and per-| 
haps nota few trom a spirit of covetousness desire 
to multiply numbers to assist in bearing the expen-| 
ses of the Chrirch. The same motives often pro- 
duce a want of care inthe examination of members, 
so that many are received without giving proper, 
evidence of achange of heart. 2. Do not diflicul-) 
ties often arise from a neglect of proper discipline ?
